The meet was at one o’clock at 
Mr. Van Dyke’s in the Manor Coun- 
try. The weather was clear, warm, 
and with a medium wind from the 
west. It was quite heavy under foot. 

The first covert drawn was that of 
Mr. Money, in which a fox was 
promptly found. Hounds went away 
fast on this fox for about 5 minutes, 
when they were interferred with by 
a large collie dog running out from 
a neighboring farmhouse into the 
middle of the pack.

The performance 
here was about the same as on the 
previous fox but, fortunately, the 
line went toward the vans. So, when 
scent failed completely again, Hounds 
were taken in. 

Saturday, March 23rd 

Meet was at one o'clock at the 
Dennison Farm. The night before 
had been very cold and the tempera- 
ture during the day .did not get 
above 30. This, coupled with a fresh 
wind from the west, made this day 
also uncomfortable. 

No fox was found in the Dennison 
and Eastburn coverts, but one was 
found in the Knott covert Hounds 
went away on this fox to the west in 
a manner that clearly indicated very 
bad scenting conditions and, after a 
spotty run for about fifteen minutes, 
the fox was lost. This run, such as it 


was, had managed to go through 
most of the coverts in this immed- 
iate neighborhood, so Hounds were 
hacked across the Limestone Road 
into the western portion of Mr. Don- 
ald Ross’ property. A fox was 
promptly found here and a run fol- 
lowed that was almost exactly simi- 
lar to the first one; this fox also be- 
ing lost. 

The Pennington covert was next 
drawn blank, after which most of 
the field left on account of being 
thoroughly chilled 

It was decided, however, to draw 
one more covert, Mr. Ross’ swamp, 
which was more or less on the way 
of taking Hounds in. <A fox was 
found in this covert and, surprising- 
ly, made a very nice run of thirty 
minutes, scent apparently having im- 
proved a great deal.

In this the final week of official 
hunting, Rose Tree has gone out five 
days to test the mettle of stalwart 
Hounds and adventuring foxes. Mon- 
day at West Town a field of three 
met at seven o’clock in the morning. 
I cannot—-woe is me!—report the 
going from first hand knowledge. 
Sunday after an absence of ten days 
I returned home to find my husband 
in bed with the-horrid ‘“‘flu bug’’. It 
is true that he urged me to go out 
with Hounds in the morning, but in 
bitter moments he has been known 
to call me “‘a hunting fool!”’ Virtu- 
ously, therefore, I stayed at home. 
Virtue may be its own reward, but 


at times it’s certainly nothing to 


write home about. This was one of 
those times. For, after two short 
runs of about fifteen minutes each, 
both foxes going to ground, Hounds 
uncovered a third fox that ran stead- 
ily and speedily for two hours before 
he called quits and went to earth. 
One of the good runs of the year, the 
field of three smugly gloated!

Tuesday at 
twenty met at 
blue and gold day with a softness in 
the air to suggest to our hoping 
hearts we had, perhaps, seen the last 
for this year of snow and ice. The 
entire field was pleased to see Mrs. 
Alexander Sellers out hunting on a 
horse, instead of in a car, for the first 
time in many years. After casting 
successfully through the Hart-Lewis 
woods, through Mr. Kerr’s and Dr. 
Gibbons’, Huntsman Quigley drew on 
past the Turkey Farm through the 
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Bockins’ place, Evans’ Rock, and 

Box Tree Farm to Gradyville Road. 
Here in Mr. Jeffords’ pines bordering 
Providence Road (the Jeffords have 
added to the great natural beauty of 
the Hunting Hill acres with ‘Piney 
Woods”’ on the slopes of hills and at 
the sides of fields and roads) Hounds 
gave forth a cheerful tonguing. Wait- 
ing expectantly at the corner to see 
whither the fox ‘‘wilted’’ we viewed 
a handsome grey as he crossed the 
road to the opposite pines. Hounds, 
a happily chorusing pack, followed 
in close pursuit down one high bank 
and up the next. Four times we 
viewed the grey as he led Hounds 
speedily back and forth in spite of 
the efforts of the field to keep him 
from crossing. Mr. Cox asked us to 
string along the road. The fox, how- 
ever, preferred weaving his way be- 
tween horses’ feet to facing Hounds’ 
musical mouths! Foster Reeve shout- 
ed at him in a large legal voice as he 
appeared at the top of the bank the 
fourth time. For a moment the fox 
hesitated. But for a moment only. 
Down the bank to the road between 
horses’ feet and up the other bank he 
sprang in beautiful, flying leaps, 
casual and unconscious as grace it- 
self. Patiently we waited for his 
fifth appearance. But presently the 
music ceased. Crossing down the 
road left into Black Oak Farm we 
met Quigley and Hounds, the latter 
looking cocky and self-satisfied. ‘‘A 
kill in the open field beyond the 
pines,’’ said Quigley. He added, not 
sotto voce, comment about a field 
that let a lady who had not been 
hunting for ten years come out and 
win the brush! The field was very 
happy, however, to congratulate Mrs. 
Sellers on her prowess. Grey fox or 
red, it is part of the mystery of life 
and nature to be one moment a thing 
of grace and beauty and the next— 
nothing! 

We followed Quigley and Hounds 
to the Rawle Farm woods where 
Hounds uncovered a fox that led us 
with checks and uncertain going to 
Box Tree Farm, to Black Oak Farm 
and then across Ridley Creek to 
Sycamore Mill Road. Here Hounds 
lost——scent was very catchy! Cross- 
ing now into Harvey Yarnall’s 
Hounds uncovered a third fox and 
followed him through Mr. Jeffords’ 
woods to Sycamore Mill Road pur- 
sued him with real music up the 
road. For a moment they were so 
close on the fox that it looked as if 
they would kill again. Past the 
Marsh Farm, however, the fox turn- 
ed left into Mr. Jeffords’ and doubled 
back into Harvey Yarnall’s. As it 
grew later scent grew better and 
Hounds chorused on the line into 
John Mullin’s and back again into 
Harvey Yarnall’s, and on through 
Mr. Jeffords’ to Yearsley Hollow 
where the fox discreetly went to 
earth. 

Wednesday Mr. Jeffords invited 
Rose Tree to Andrews’ Bridge for a 
joint meet. At ten forty-five a field 
of thirty followed Huntsman Shivery 
and Quigley and twenty couple of 
Hounds (ten of Mr. Jeffords’ hand- 
some black and tan—it must take no 
end of breeding to achieve such uni- 
form marking—and ten of Rose 
Tree’s tri-colored) across the Jef- 
fords’ brood fields into the nearby 
woods. ‘Not knowing the names of 
various places I can give, I fear, but 
a general idea of the day’s sport. 
I wish I could fittingly describe the 
beauty of that Lancaster County 
country—woods with trees still win- 
ter bare but green with laurel, fields 
in great patchwork patterns of brown 
and green and pale yellow, long 
gently sloping hills, level meadows, 
and always through the meadows the 
flowing waters of the Octoraro, eith- 








er branches of it or the mighty creek 
itself. Beautiful country presenting 
views across its hills and down its 
valleys calculated to make even the 
most ardent fox hunter pause. We 
followed up a country dirt road (why 
must our much vaunted progress re- 
place all these peaceful old roads 
with concrete and macadam?_ So- 
called civilization comes high!) past 
a little red brick country school 
house with a small square bell tower 
on top, over a field, through woods, 
across a creek, into the Bailey prop- 
erty. Here Hounds burst forth into 
strange, off key music, a yelping 
without rhythm. They persisted. Did 
they really have a fox? We follow- 





ed hopefully, but no, when we caught 
up to them they abruptly stopped 
and looked about as if they too were 
puzzled. ‘‘A fox on sight, perhaps,” 
suggested Mr. Jeffords. A half an 
hour later Hounds uncovered a fox 
in Mine Hill and, following fast for 
fifteen minutes, doubtless over-ran 
him, for, on a check, it was nearly a 
half hour before they picked up the 
line, too cold by now for swift going. 
Hounds followed uncertainly with 
several checks and finally lost. The 
wind had risen and was blowing 
strong from the south. For an hour 
or more the Huntsmen drew through 
various coverts without stirring up

Westchester’s M. F. H. weighed in at 
191 pounds. In addition to the main 
award he won the trophy for the 
first heavyweight to finish, thus scor- 
ing a double victory in this year’s 
renewal of the cross country race. 

About three-thirty, spectators and 
officials began to arrive at Esco 
Farm, the estate of the late Charles 
McAllister. The Brandywine Hills 
Point-To-Point, open only to horses 
and amateur riders that had hunted 
regularly with Brandywine and West 
Chester packs during the past season, 
drew eight postward. 

When starter, Morris H. Dixon, 
sent contestants away on their six 
mile journey, the field broke slowly 
with the exception of Joseph Mur- 
tagh on Benny. This winning combi- 
nation was away fast right through 
the spectators and on through the 
Esco Farm buildings following a dif- 
ferent line. The owner-up combina- 
tion of John E, Cornwell on Dan C. 
led the well-bunched field to the first 
line fence, a stout post and rail. 
Here, despite Johnny Harrison’s urg- 
ing, Indian Harbor refused and 
swerved into R. D. 6, who came down 
hard with Thomas Graham. Harri- 
son quickly took his mount back for 
another try. This time the aged son 
of St. Allen—Wawassen leaped in 
fine form, and the pair were away in 
pursuit of the leaders. Thomas Gra- 
ham remounted and continued on 
around the course. The distance lost 
was too great, and he pulled up his 
good hunter after rounding the first 
flag. 

The early pace was slow, and, be- 
fore a mile of country had been tra- 
versed, Indian Harbor had moved to 
the leaders. Joe Murtagh, rating 
Benny under a strong pull, had also 
rejoined the well-bunched field. It 
was John Cornwell riding Dan C. 
who was setting the early pace. 
Cornwell had taken a different line 
from the rest of the field through 
the Baldwin Farm and led by a gvod 
ten lengths when he crossed the 
Marshallton road and headed up 
through the Willing property toward 
the first flag. 

In the Rawle Farm a stout narrow 
in-and-out caused Indian Harbor to 
refuse again. The gelded son of St. 
Allen, rated in behind Benny and All 
Wool by Johnny Harrison, refused 
to follow this good lead and planted 
his hoofs in the ground before him. 
Daniel Cornwell, riding Thomas 
Clark’s working hunter mare, Miss 
Tiger and Albert G. Mershon on Bil- 
ly, a nine year old get of The Clown, 
also met with refusals here. After 
stopping twice at the in and once at 
the out, Indian Harbor was again 
sent flying in pursuit of the leaders, 
followed by Miss Tiger and Billy. 

Around the first flag, with about 
four miles yet to go Dan C. led by a 
good ten lengths. Benny and All 
Wool was second and third, running 
close together. Some twenty lengths 
further back came Charles M. Cann 
riding his good little working hunt- 
er, Smoky, Indian Harbor, Miss Tiger, 
and H. C. Baldwin's Billy followed 
some distance further back. 

The pace increased a little as Dan 
C. led away down through the Will- 
ing Farm and back across the Mar- 
shallton road. In the Baldwin proper- 
ty the field split up. Each rider seem- 
ed to have his own individual line. 
Miss Tiger, who had been rated far 
back off the early pace by Daniel 
Cornwell was now moving to the 
leaders, Dan C. had increased his 
long lead. Most of the field left Bald- 
win’s woods to the right. Johnny 
Harrison, Charlie Cann, and Albert 
Mershon went down the opposite side 


of this covert. Here Indian Harbor 
lost his rider when he stopped sud- 
denly at a post and rail panel into 
Baldwin’s plow. It took Harrison 
the best part of a minute to get the 
reins back over his mount’s head, 
remount, an dget underway again. 

After one more refusal back in the 
Esco Farm, Indian Harbor finally de- 
cided to run. As Mrs. Cornwell’s en- 
try galloped on across McAllister’s 
to Mine Hill with Harrison, letting 
him roll, the flying pair quickly 
closed the large gap between them- 
selves and the leaders. Over the big 
barway into Mrs. Wagner’s paddock, 
where the second large blue, gold, 
and black flag of the Brandywine 
Hills Point-to-Point stood, the field 
came together again. Dan C. with 
John Cornwell sending him on had 
already rounded this point and with 
a little more than two miles to go led 
by full thirty-five lengths. Joe Mur- 
tagh rated Benny in second place 
some 3 lengths ahead of All Wool 
with Indian Harbor, Miss Tiger and 
Smoky running right together. Al- 
bert Mershon on Billy followed not 
far behind. 

Across the bottom land of the 
Wagner Farm the field started mov- 
ing almost as one toward Dan C., the 
leader. Over the big post and rails 
into the Georgia Farm, Indian Har- 
bor, under a stout pull moved into 
second place along with Benny. The 
long, gradual slope up over the grass 
land of The Georgia Farm was too 
much for the tiring pace maker. As 
the slope increased the field moved 
quickly to him, Benny, Dan C. and 
All Wool set a rattling pace across 
the road, over the line fence by the 
old school house, and on toward the 
third flag. The rest of the field fol- 
lowed right on their heels. Smoky 
and Billy appeared to be tiring. 

As the contestants rounded the 
third flag with a little less than a 
mile to go, the drive for home began 
in earnest. Johnny Harrison sent 
Indian Harbor up with the pace as 
the leaders led away across the open. 
Swinging righthanded he put his 
mount over a small rail fence and on 
through some rough’ underbrush, 
briars, and honeysuckle, The cut was 
a good one at this advantageous 
moment and saved many, many len- 
gths. With the finish in view in the 
distance and with but one fence to 
accomplish Indian Harbor raced away 
down the long slope some fifteen 
lengths in the lead. The gelded son 
of St. Allen seemed to have speed in 
reserve as he crossed the dirt road 
and headed for the last fence. Strides 
away it could be seen that the lead- 
er was taking an instant dislike to 
this upstanding post and rail. As he 
started to refuse Harrison picked up 
his stick and drove him on. Indian 
Harbor attempted to refuse and did 
refuse to jump this last obstacle. 
Harrison drove him right through 
the fence. Stumbling through the 
rails, he stood on his head on the 
other side. 

In a flash, before Harrison had 
even regained his feet, Benny and 
All Wool drove head and _ head 
through the gap. The son of Consti- 
tution showed his class and, under a 
good stretch ride by Joe Murtagh, 
pulled away to win by eight lengths. 
Miss Tiger, the only mare in the race, 
was ridden out by Daniel Cornwell 
to save the show from Dan C., the 
early pace maker. Charlie Cann 
crossed the finish line 5th. on Smoky, 
and Johnny Harrison remounted 
Indian Harbor to overtake the tired 
Billy in a stretch drive. 

Indian Harbor’s performance pro- 
vided a spectacular thrill for onlook- 
ers. After having six refusals and 
one fall, Harrison rode his mount to 
a fifteen length lead and seemed to

better horse than Springfield. 

Now mark the similarity in the 
breeding of Bahram, so far as in- 
breeding goes. His sire, Blandford is 
a grandson of White Eagle. White 
Eagle is by Gallinule a son of Is- 
onomy, out of Merry Gal, a daugh- 
ter of Mary Seaton, also by Isonomy. 
As in the case of Nearco, the sire is 
a grandson of the closely inbred 
animal. Bahram’s dam was Friar’s 
Daughter, a daughter of Garron Lass 
Now Garron Lass was inbred in much 
the same way to St. Simon, her sire, 
Roseland was by William the Third, 
by St. Simon, and her dam Concertina 
was also by St. Simon. Again the 
dam of the good horse, Bahram was 
a daughter of an animal intensely 
inbred to St. Simon. And again the 
sire is a grandson of an animal in- 
tensely inbred to a very good horse, 
Isonomy. 

Once this design of breeding is 
understood, it will be natural to 
cast about for strains available in 
this country to practice the same de- 
signs of inbreeding. All breeders 
know that High Time mares are 
good, and High Time was out of a 
mare by Domino, and his sire was by 
a son of Domino out of another 
daughter of Domino. Reigh Count is 
inbred less intensely to St. Frusquin, 
this horse appearing in his pedigree 
twice as a great grandfather. The im- 
ported French horse Ksar left a few 
descendants in this country, and he 
was intensely inbred to Omnium II. 
It is in accordance with expectations 
that Ksar’s son ‘Tourbillon should 
have proved a sensational success at 
the stud in France. 

A physical type may be fixed by in 
breeding without deterioriation 
where the nervous system does not 
come in to play so that excellent re- 
sults have been achieved with beef 
cattle or hogs. With the thorough- 
bred, however, deterioriation can be 
expected to set in with in-breeding 
through the nervous system and it is 
here that the improvement can be 
made by the outcross of two in bred 
horses. 

An illustration of this was the 
case of Ultimus who was by a son of 
Domino out of a daughter of Domino. 
It was reported he was so soft boned 
and unsound that to quote a favorite 
saying of the late John A. Madden, 
“Ultimus broke down walking in the 
paddock.’”’ Nevertheless, though his 
immediate descendants were also in- 
clined towards soft legs and_ bad 
joints, his blood is proving of great 
value through High Time, Stimulus, 
High Cloud and through many of his 
daughters, such as the dam of Bold 
Venture, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness.

license as a Handicapper and am al- 
ways glad that I declined, as no of- 
fical on the Turf has to put up with 
more criticism, abuse and _irritat- 
ion, yet none has a more difficult 
task. Particularly so will it be at 
the outset of this season when so 
many horses will be unfit. If Handi- 
cappers rely upon their eyes they 
may be deceived; if they depend 
upon the results of early races they 
certainly will be mislead. Yet the 
racecourse is held to be the acid and 
final test and the guide to those re- 
sponsible for allocating weights. 
Nearly a century ago Copperthwaite 
wrote: 

“Handicapping, is the father; 
Money’ the mother, and ‘Pull’em’ 
and ‘Scratch-‘em’ the children of the 
sins against the Turf. The enemies 
of the paternal parent (the maternal 
one has none) avow that he is in- 
strumental in ruining the breed of 
horses in general, and punishing 
good ones in particular; that he 
holds out inducements and tempta- 
tions, tending to soil the morality of 
the Turf, by testing the integrity of 
its patrons by too great an extent.” 

I believe I was the first writer on 
Turf topics to announce the pro- 
bability of the Derby and Oaks being 
run at Newbury. We now know this 
to be an established fact. From a 
spectacular point of view Newbury 
track fills the bill admirably but so 
far as honour and value (particular- 
ly from a stud point of view) the 
Derby of 1940 will fall very much 
below par. The same glamour and 
the same stamina test does not ac- 
company the Derby when run else- 
where than at Epson, and though 
posterity may forget that the 1940 
New Derby (for so it is to be called) 
was a_ substitute race, and time 
bestow to the owner more honour 
than the present generation will 
give, this will probably not be re- 
flected in stud fees for the winner. 
Breeders will remember he has not

It is 
quite erronous to argue that the cam- 
era cannot lie and I am certain that 
for accuracy as well as for speed, the 
human element is the most satisfac- 
tory in making awards on the Turf. 
However, I do think that when a jud- 
ge has proved by a series of mis- 
takes that he is unfitted for what is 
not every man’s job, the Jockey Club 
should be strong enough to depose 
him, or at least appoint him only to 
small meetings at which there are 
few runners and courses on which it 
is much easier to decide than on 
tracks of considerable width.

by that well known editor Samuel Taylor of Rider and Driver. Mr. Taylor 
took The Chronicle to task for stating that Father’s driving mare bred with 
Morgan blood fifty years ago, was in turn bred to a thoroughbred and the 
result was the fine halfbred hunters that were used in the early steeplechase 
classics. According to Mr. Taylor, they were not Morgan halfbreds, but be 
that as it may, they were halfbreds and they were hunting hard behind good 
packs of Hounds in this country fifty years ago. The first Maryland Hunt 
Cups were run and won by halfbreds and they were great hunter types. 

Along comes Mr. Courtland Smith with the statement that halfbred horses 
such as his famous Ogunquit would have a hard time keeping up with 
Hounds today. We wonder whether Hounds really run so much faster or 
go over more difficult country today than they did fifty years ago hunting in 
the Green Spring Valley or in Virginia where the fences were all big post 
and rails, where the country was natural, and where the manicured panels 
were few and far between Merely from reading, and from hearing horse- 
men of other days talk, the obstacles across country called for a very high 


quality hunter.fifty years ago 


Into this discussion now comes Alexander Mackay Smith, who is doing an 
extensive job at White Post, Virginia breeding his Cleveland Bay Stallion to 
thoroughbred mares. These horses will be four next year and by Chirstmas 
time Mr. Mackay Smith offers to match any of his Cleveland Bays against 
any thoroughbred of Mr. Courtland Smith’s choosing to hunt six times two 
days a week behind Hounds in the presence of The Chronicle as an impar- 
tial judge to see what horse can stay up with Hounds most satisfactorily. 
There is really no need to have the thoroughbred in the match as Mr. Mac- 
kay Smith’s contention is that his four-year-old Cleveland Bay halfbreds will 
stay with Hounds as well as Mr. Courtland Smith’s Ogunquit did and will 
in fact stay with Hounds even though they may be faster today than they 


were fifty years ago. 


There is material here for some great sporting contests during the hunt- 
ing season to come next year. It could be intensely interesting to see if the 
halfbred could hunt consistently six days a week and compare his perform- 
Mr. Mackay Smith did not care to subject 
his young horses to such an ordeal and it might be hard to bring such a 


ance with that of a thoroughbred. 


match about for nobody wants to risk breaking down a good horse. The 
contest, however, as outlined by Mr. Mackay Smith entitles him to hunt any 
of his horses six times, two times a week after December first, 1940. These 
terms were suggested as it is extremely difficult to find a week with con- 
secutive hunting days while two days a week can be found with almost any 
of the good packs. It is then up to the judges who are decided upon, to say 
whether the Cleveland Bays have stayed up satisfactorily through whatever 
hunts they find themselves in, and the thoroughbreds performance can be 
used as a yard stick for this comparison or any other horse that stays through 


six runs in the cream of the Virginia country. It is a sporting gesture.

Letters to the Editor 


The King’s Pleasure 
The Editor of The Chronicle 
Middleburg Va., 

A most interesting document deal- 
ing with the pbeagling practices of 
nearly three hundred years ago re- 
cently came into my possession. It 
is in the form of a warrant, or letter 
patent, signed by Spencer, Earl of 
Northampton, as Master of the 
King’s Leash to Charles 1 in 16389. 
The manuscript is written on vellum 
and is in an excellent state of pre- 
servation. 

The document is in two parts. The 
first paragraph states the appoint- 
ment of the Earl as Master of the 
Leash and outlines his duties in that 
office. These were evidenty to both 
collect and train greyhounds, beag- 
les and Whippets for the King’s 

pleasure and to dispose of any pri- 
vate packs that were running the 
King’s game. The manuscript runs: 

“Whereas His Majesty by his high- 
ness’ letters patente bearing date the 
17th day of May in the Fourth year 
of his reign did licence and authorize 
me Spencer Earl of Northampton by 
the name of Spencer Lord Crompton 
Master of His Majesty’s Leash and 
my assignee to take for His Majesty 
both dogs and bitches as I shall 
think fit and convenient for His 
Majesty’s dissport and reservation’’. 

He goes on to say that he is follow- 
ing the precedent of former Masters 
of the Leash ‘‘Like as my predecess- 
ors Masters of the Leash in the time 
of His Majesty’s progenitors, King 
Henry the Eigth and King Edward 
the Sixth or His Sister Queen Eliz- 
abeth or His Late dear father King 
James of happy memory”. 

He continues that, “His Majesty 
did authorize me to prize and take 
away all greyhounds, beagles or 
Whippets as may anyway be offen- 
sive unto His Majesty’s game or 
dissport. "’ The penalty for break- 
ing these commands was also very 
plain.—‘Will answer to the con- 
trary at their perils as in His Maj- 
esty’s said letters patent under the 
Great Seal of England now at large 
it doth and may approve” 

The second paragraph of the M. 
S. licenses Lord Gerard Dawlton of 
Thurnam in the County of Lan- 
caster and his two servants, Drue 
Hitchener and William Raby as his 
deputies and assignees for the space 
of one year, to carry out similar 
duties in that County. 

He concludes; “In witness whereof 
I have hereto set my hand and state 
the last day of November in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of our 
sovereign Lord Charles King of Eng- 
land France and_ Ireland. Anno 
Domini 1639” 

Mr. T. M. Jones of the Sportfolio 
Book Store of Toronto from whom 
I bought the manuscript told me 
that the first mention of Beagles in 
these warrants was in 1616 and no 
references to whippets have been 
dug up prior to the above manuscript. 
He added that after the Restoration 
the breed of beagles, which apparent- 
ly had been endangered by the num- 
ber exported during the rule of the 
Roundheads, was carefully watched 
and preserved. All exports under 
Charles the 2nd had to be made 
through The Duke of York, brother 
of the King. 

I am indebted to Mr. Ernest Gee, 
the rare sporting book expert, for 
his able translation of the manus- 
cript and his knowledge of the 
period which made it possible.

New York racegoers are facing the 
coming season with somewhat divid- 
ed minds. Along with the realizat- 
on of the fact that the mutuel system 
has become’ almost a_ necessity 
comes the knowledge of the pitfalls 
into which the financial returns on 
this form of betting may lead the 
sport. There is, also, a sentimental 
regret for the old, familiar order of 
things which must always be pre- 
sent at a point of such drastic change. 
But there is no doubt at all on one 
score and that is that racing at the 
New York tracks will be in the 
future, as it always has been in the 
past, the equal of that in any state 


in the Union.

Kerr Jr., and Mr. Frost, Jr., made the 
running, of a fivesome, swinging off 
left-handed to ‘Berryman’s Cross- 
“Goose Creek,’ carrying 
along Mr. Louis Murdock on Ray- 
mond Tartiere’s Gadwall, Mr. Will- 
iam Hulbert Jr., on Frederick War- 
burg’s Valor King and Captain R. J. 
Kirkpatrick on his Nemo. With them 
away, Mr. Brown shouted: “I see 
you Gerry I’m waiting, so The Chron- 
icle headed Longitude for the “Fran- 
cis Mill’ crossing, right handed, with 
Mr. Stephen Clark Jr., on his Reg, 
Mr. Francis Greene, on E. W. Win- 
mill’s Never Worry and the eventual 
winner, Mr. Brown, followed by Mr,

Jimmy Duggan on W. O. Lasell’s 
Descrescent, 
The speed in which Longitude 


took off, through that first field and 
down the old road to ‘Francis Mill” 
would never again be relished. Mr. 
Clark had his word, with a laughing 
burst of ‘hold him Gerry.’ The 
“Francis Mill” hill is splotched with 
sheets of smooth rock outcroppings 
and how Longitude stood up is one 
for his telling. 


Crossing the ‘‘Mill’, a look over 
the shoulder showed Reg and Never 
Worry, trailing some forty lengths, 
Comedienne, ten further away, and 
Descrescent distant. A right-handed 
swing through the meadows and a 
climb to “Pole Cat Hill’? ensued, with 
Never Worry moving up. The run 
down “Pole Cat’? found Longitude 
running too fast to make the branch 
crossing, and we circled, with Mr. 
Greene pulling up, as he had no 
knowledge of the course beyond, and 
was counting on a lead. This route 
didn’t necessitate a jump until ‘“‘Wan- 
quepin,”” where a low wall and rid- 
er was taken in a stride. 


Longitude was setting far too 
brisk a pace, yet somehow he was 
able to keep his feet under him as 
he stood back and spread-eagled runs 
and branches. All this way through 
the bottom land to ‘Sunnybank 
Farm,” the country was down and 
gates were open. The second jump 
was over three miles on our way, it, 
another little log-rider wall. Noth- 
ing had been seen of the other group, 
as they were pulling the higher coun- 
try to the East, a course that proved 
a full 1-2 mile longer. 


Two or three trappy places were 
encountered, on ‘Sunnybank’ and 
then there was good galloping in the 
open sod fields. Another look behind 
and Never Worry was close. Again 
catching Longitude, as he had to be 
circled back to a panel he had over 





run, On entering the Harry Duffey 
field, adjoining the Dudley Farm, 
(the one Jim Skinner uses to exer- 
cise hunters in), there were’ three 
courses at our option, with Mr. Clark 
behind us, continuing straight south 
through “Sunnybank” to go around 
the Dudley woods. But there was a 
question, there was a wheat field ad- 
joining the finishing field on ‘‘Bel- 
ray.’’ Before the start, Mr. Sands, } 
F. H. had been questioned in regard 
to the Iselin ‘‘Wolver Hill’ wheat. 
His answer came, ‘‘treat it as if you 
were hunting, ride the edges, but 
don’t go on the wheat.’

Well, there’s little time to think, 
with a horse running a two minute 
lick, and in a flash the 
“Longitude is far enough ahead to 
go the long way around, stay out of 
the wheat, and win.’’ On we carried 
to the ‘‘Pot House Road,’ macadam, 
on which Longitude almost skidded 
to grief, then a quick duck up the 
‘“‘Wolver Hill’ drive-lane, and a left- 
handed chicken-coop into the _ big 
field, and last one to the finish.

Over confidence, that’s what it 
was, and there was no effort to speed 
Longitude on his way, as apparently 
Never Worry, Comedienne and Des- 
crescent had followed and Mr. Clark 
was on a devious route, avoiding the 
wheat field the left-handed way and 
had to open a gate that we'd seen 
closed as we drove to the meet, and 
go through the horse lot behind the 
house across the road from the ‘‘Be- 
lray”’ gate. 


Longitude was full of it, but re- 
strained, as he stood back in good 
order to jump the one big fence of 
the afternoon, (3’-8’’), a wall and 
rider into ‘‘Belray’’, where only the 
previous day Oracle II, thrice winner 
of The Maryland, had enjoyed his 
30th., Birthday. Landing and swing- 
ing to the left, to the East, to ride to 
the flagged finish, we were but 
100 yards away, when to our absolute 
amazement, almost an apparition it 
seemed, there was Mr. T. seatty 
Brown driving Comedienne, 50 yards 
away for the finish, He was coming 
from the opposite direction, and we’d 
thought he was behind us. 


Mr. Brown showed great cunning. 
He had walked the _ finish fields, 
found a panel off the macadam 
road into the wheat, and so having 
followed Longitude.to the Duffey 
field, had gone through back of Dud- 
ley’s, jumped a gap onto the ‘‘Pot- 
house”’ macadam, swung through the 
edge of the wheat, to sail over a big 
plank fence and meet Longitude at 
the finish. Mr. Brown’s lightning de- 
cision had saved him over a quarter 
of a mile, and his well named win- 
ner, Comedinne, by The Clown, fair- 
ly soared the plank fence with a 
drop, and landed full of run, to get 
home first—some say ten lengths it’s 
hard to judge a finish with horses 
coming from either direction.
